IN THE CLAIMS 

1. An isolated polynucleotide comprising SEQ ID NO: 1. 

2. An isolated primer set for detecting Malephilus cerevisiae consisting of an oligonucleotide consisting 
of SEQ ID NO: 2 and an oligonucleotide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 3. 

3. An isolated primer set for detecting and distinguishing beer-spoilage microorganisms, consisting of an 
oligonucleotide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 8, an oligonucleotide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 3 and an 
oligonucleotide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 6. 

4. An isolated probe set for detecting and distinguishing beer-spoilage microorganisms, consisting of an 
oligonucleotide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 4, an oligonucleotide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 7 and an 
oligonucleotide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 5. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is interpreted as 
requiring SEQ ID NO: 1 in its entirety and as such this sequence is novel and unobvious over the prior 
art. Claims 2, 3 and 4 are interpreted as requiring the sequences recited in the claims contain only the 
nucleotides recited in SEQ ID NOs 2-8, respectively and as such these sequences are novel and unobvious 
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over the prior art. The method claims require the novel primer and probe sequences recited in claims 2-4.
